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make proviſion, how all che Members ( as 1s-pretended ) of 
both Houſes may ſecurely meetin a full and free-Conyen- 
' tion of Parliament : Whiereof no other concluſion can bee 
made bur that this preſent Parliament is not a full nor frce 
Convention: And thatto make it a full and free Conyentj. 
on of Parliament,the preſence of thoſe is neceſlary;who not- 
withſtanding that they have deſerted that great Truſt, and 
doeleavy Warre againſt the Parliament are pretended to be 
Members of the two Houſes of Parliament, 

And hereupon we think our ſelves bound to let Your 
Majeſty know , That ſeeing the continuance of this parlia- 
ment 15 ſ{etled by a Law ( whichas all other Lawes ot Your 
Kingdomes) Your Majeſtic hath ſworne to maintaine, as we 
are {wornto our allegiance,to Your Majeſty (this obligations 
-being Reciprocall) we muſt induety, and accordingly are 
reſolved with our Lives and Fortunes to defend and pre- 
ſcrve the iuſt Rights and full Power of this parliament; And 
doe beſeech Your Majeſty to be aſſured That Your Majefties 
Royall and hearty concurrence with-us herein , will be the 
moſt etfeRuall and ready meanes of procuring a firmeand li- 
ſting Peace in all Your Majeſties Dominions; & of begetting 
a perte& Vnderſtanding between Your Majeſty & Your Peo- 
ple : without which Your Majeſties moſt earneſt Profeſſions, 
and our moſt reall Intentions concerning the ſame, muſt ne- 
ceſſarily be fruſtrated. And in caſe Your Majeſties three King- 
domes ſhould by reaſon thercof remaine inthis {adand bleed- 
in2 condition, tending{(by the Continuance of this unnaturall 
warre) to their Ruine; Your Majeſtie cannot be theleaſt, nor 
the laſt Sufferer. God in his Goodnefie incline Your Royall 
breaſt, out of pitty and compaſſion to thoſe deepe ulermgs 
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of Your Innocent people. to put a ſpeedy , and happy Ifſu 
totheſe deſparate Evils, by he evil Advice of vorh rote 
Kingdomes now happily united in this Cauſe by their late ſo- 
lemne League and Covenant , which as it will prove the ſur- 
eſt Remedy ; fo it is th: carneſt prayer of Your Majeſtics 
Loyall Subjeas , The Lords and Commons, aſſembled in the 
Parliament of England, Weſtminſter ,March 164 4. 
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
